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The Problem of Chronic Illness 

One of the most'difficutt'of medical problems lies 
In the .financial strain imposed on families when a 
member Is afflicted with long-term chronic Illness. It 
is estimated that some 4,000,000 Americans suffer 
from this kind of illness. 

Luckily, very intensive work is being given to find 
solutions. In 1949 the American Medical Association 
and other groups founded a commission for the ex- 
press purpose' of making a detailed study of the whole 
.problem. And the AMA has joined with the Ameri- 
can Hospital Association, the American Public Health 
Association, the U. S. Public Health Service, and the 
American Public Welfare Association in sponsoring a 
major conference .on the subject, to be held in Chi- 
cago next March. .The conference will be divided into 
iive major categories covering the chronically ill— the 
patient at home; the patient in an institution, inte- 
gration of facilities, research needed, and methods 
of financing. 

We would be foolish indeed to believe that so 
complex a problem can be solved in a hurry. We 
■would be equally foolish to believe it Is incapable of 
■sound solution. The improvement that has taken 
place in many fields and phases of medical care 
in a relatively short time is nothing short of amaz- 
ing. An outstanding example here is the growth 
of the various voluntary prepayment plans which 
.now provide tens of millions of people with protec- 
tion against the economic effects of short-term Ill- 
ness. 

American medicine, in comany with other agen- 
cies, is vigorously working on every medical problem 
not yet solved, and Is confident of ultimate success.

A good many people still seem to believe that 
the cost of government- isn't- too important a matter, 
for all we have to do is soak the corporations and 
the well-to-do individuals and Let them do most of 
the paying. 

It's an attractive theory — and it's also as full of 
holes as a colander, The- facts refute it 100 per 
cent. For instance, the Waseca, Minnesota, Journal, 
recently said, "Confiscate, if you will, all of the 
profits of the corporations after taxes, and you 
could run the U. S. Government just 71 days."

Those Fixed Ceils 

There has been much discussion of the fact 
that the cost at wholesale of many of the things we 
eat and wear and use Is often a great deal less than 
the price we must pay in the retail store. And that - 
tends to create an Impression .that retailers are o 
bunch of bandits who are making extortionate prof- 
its at the expense of the "hapless housewife. 

What this attitude fails to take into consideration 
is that, in late years, the fixed costs of carrying on 
a retail business have tremendously Increased. 
Those costs include labor, taxes, . rents, transportaV 
tlon, and everything else. And there is still another 
factor, which Is - found in changed consumer prefer- 
ence. As an example, people now want processed 
foods where they used to buy the raw product. 
They wont goods in a wide range of packaglngs and 
sizes' and varieties. And all this costs money.'-. The 
retailer, like the producer and manufacturer, has. no 
choice save to pass the cost on. to the buyer.. 

The real test of whether or not retailing Is ex- 
ploiting us Is found In -its net proHt— the money 
typical stores have left at the end of the year;after 
all the bills are paid. . Major food chains • earn a 
net of as little as one per cent Other types of stores 
customarily earn three or four or five cents oh the 
dollar of sales. As anyone can see, If the profit 
were elrhlnlated entirely, there would be small 
change in the retail cost of merchandise.

Lincoln Observed 

Thanksgiving Day 

Ninety Years Ago 

Fort Wayne, Ind,, Nov. 25 — Trie 
first annual national Thanksgiving 
Day, observed ninety years ago to- 
day, was established by Abraham 
Lincoln according to Dr. Louis A. 
Warren, historian of the Lincoln 
National Life Insurance company. 

In 1863, according to Dr. Warren, 
Abraham Lincoln Issued a Presiden- 
tial proclamation setting aside the 
last Thursday of November as a 
day of thanksgiving. This day was 
designated because It is the last 
feast day prior to the observance 
of Advent by the churches of Amer- 
ica. Abraham Lincoln repeated his 
act in 1864. Every year since then, 
the President of the United States 
has Issued a proclamation estab- 
lishing Thanksgiving Day in No- 
vember. -Prior to 1863, only- two 
such Presidential proclamations- had 
been Issued — one by George Wash- 
ington In 1789 and the other by 
James Madison In 1815. 

It Is interesting to note that In 
1789, 1863, and again this Thanks- 
giving Day, the last Thursday of 
November was the 26th of the 
month.
